Schmidt has 
pacemaker 

BONN (UPI). — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt underwent surgery 
yesterday to receive a heart 
pacemaker and is in good condition, . 
a West German spokesman said. 

■ The one- hour operation on the 
62-year-old chancellor took place in 
the West German military hospital 
in Koblenz. 

The spokesman said Schmidt 
would be able to take up his duties 
again next week if his condition 
continues to be satisfactory. 

Schmidt, who attended the 
funeral of President Sadat on Satur- 
day went into the hospital on Mon- ; 
day with what was described as a 
feverish infection. The heart condi- 
tion was discovered during an ex- 
amination at the hospital. 

Proof that Schmidt was in good 
shape was seen in the announce- 
ment that he will meet in the 
hospital today with his chief aide to 
discuss chancellery affairs. 

Schmidt was sick Iasi year when 
he ran for re-election with what was 
described as a tonsil infection. But

really had an inflammation of the 
heart muscle. 

He switched then from cigarettes 
to a pipe and to snuff, but recently 
he ^even stopped taking snuff, 
friends said.'

HosnU Mubarak, the man 
groomed by the late President 
Anwar Sadat to be his successor, is 
expected to become Egypt’s fourth 
president later today, when the 
result of yesterday's national 
referendum is formally announced 
in the Egyptian parliament. 

Early returns showed that, as 
predicted, Mubarak had won a 
sweeping endorsement from the 
Egyptian people in the poll, which 
took place amid stringent security 
arrangements and reports of con- 
tinuing violence — including two 
bomb blasts at Cairo's international 
airport. 

“The results received just before 
midnight show that the voters, who 
turned out in record numbers, had 
elected Mubarak with near un- 
animity,” the semi-official Cairo 
daily al-Ahram reported in this 
morning's early editions. 

Foreign news agency reports 
from Egypt confirmed that the vote 
had bben heavy, despite a slow 
response earlier in the day apd the 
air of tension that has hung over 
Egypt ever since Sadat's assassina- 
tion a week ago. 

Two of Cairo’s voting districts 
reported Mubarak receiving en- 
dorsement by 99.9 per cent of the 
vote and a third reported 100 per 
cent approval. He reportedly cap- 
tured all the eligible votes in his 
home province of al-Menufia. 

Final results are expected to be in 
by noon today, after which the 
result will be officially announced in 
parliament. 

Mubarak was tbe sole candidate 
in the poll, with the Egyptian people 
being called simply to vote “yes” or 
“no” to the angle question: “Do 
you elect Hosni Mubarak to. the 
presidency of the republic?” 

As the referendum was taking 
place, two time bombs exploded at 
Cairo airport hidden inside baggage 
being unloaded from a Maltese air- 
liner, which had just arrived from 
Libya via Malta. 


Police said an Egyptian baggage 
handler was killed. Another bag- 
gage handler, two security men and 
an Air Malta steward were injured, 
three of them seriously. 

The passengers, mostly Egyptians 
working in Libya, had filed into the 
terminal building when the first 
blast ripped through their baggage, 
piled up on a cart under their 
Boeing-737. 

Airport officials speculated that 
the bombs were smuggled into the 
baggage before the plane took off 
from the Libyan capital of Tripoli 
on its flight to Cairo via Valetta, 
Malta. 

Since Egypt and Libya broke 
relations -in 1977. all direct flights 
between the two countries have 
been suspended and air travellers 
have to transit via Malta, Greece or 
Cyprus. 

In Cairo yesterday, the Interior 
Minisuy announced the arrest of 
five Moslem extremists allegedly 
linked with the bloody fighting in 
the southern Egyptian city of Asyut 
last week.

Sadat’s guards responded poorly 


NEW YORK (AP). — The Egyptian 
security men surrounding president 
Anwar Sadat when he was gunned 
down last Tuesday appear to have 
been “confused, outgunned, poorly 
stationed and slow to react" — 
three American security experts 
who examined photographs of the 
assassination have concluded. 

The security experts, former 
Secret Service agents who guarded 
presidents before becoming private 
consultants, said in yesterday's New 
York Times that it was not possible 
to make a complete analysis from 
the photographs. But they agreed 
that the photographs, some of- 
which The Times published yester- 
day, revealed enough of the scene 
and action to allow them to make 
these observations: 

• Egyptian security forces evident 
in the photographs appeared con- 
fused, outgunned, poorty stationed 
and slow to react to the attack on 
Sadat as he watched a military 
parade in a reviewing stand. 

• Surprise was a key element in 
the success of. the grenade and' 
automatic-weapons attack, but not 
as crucial as the lack of security at 
the reviewing stand. 

• The assassins' shooting was in- 
discriminate, which goes against 
any theory that those in the review- 


ing stand with Sadat were part of a 
conspiracy to kill him. 

. The comments by the three ex- 
perts on the apparent breakdown of 
security around 5 ad at parallel what 
was told to the Associated Press last 
week by military attaches and 
diplomats who witnessed the assas- 
sination. The witnesses said they 
were shocked that Sadat's security 
forces failed to take action to 
protect him and that there was no 
effective return fire by those 
security forces. 

The experts who viewed the 
photographs are Charles Vance and 
Dario Marquez of DVM Inc., an in- 
ternational security firm in Fairfax, 
Virginia, and Walter Bothe, a 
private consultant. 

The photographs first 1 appeared 
last week in the Cairo newspaper Air 
Akhbar. The first pictures in the se- 
quence show three men firing 
automatic weapons as they charged 
the reviewing stand. Others show 
two of the assassins standing on 
their toes, firing over the chest-high 
barrier in front of Sadat and into the 
area where Sadat lay under chairs.

Yad Vashem honours 
Polish-American couple

A Polish -American couple who- 
saved four Jews from the Nazis dur- 
ing World War II are to be 
honoured tomorrow at Jerusalem’s 
Yad Vashem Holocaust memorial. 

Ignacy and Helena 
Chorazyczewski hid Abraham 
Kasztan and three other Jews, in- 
cluding a nine-year-old boy, in the 
toft of their barn near the Polish 
town of Animewka, just after the 
-German army invaded. The 
Charazyczewskis risked their own 
fives to protect the Jews throughout 
the war, despite several searches by 
the Gestapo. 

After the war the 
Charazyczewskis immigrated to the 
U.S., where they re-established con- 
tact with. Kasztan, who had also 
moved there and raised a family. 
The'Chorazyczewskis were awarded 
a medal by Yad Vashem in 1979 and 
tomorrow a tree will be planted in 
their honour in the Avenue of the 
Righteous Gentiles.

Carrington schedules 
Saudi Arabia visit

Shamir had reacted favourably, but 
a subsequent leak to The Jerusalem 
Post made the invitation seem less 
likely, Carrington stated.

U.S. court backs extradition 
of Fatah terrorist to Israel

TYRE, Lebanon (AP). — Officers 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and the UN peace- 
keeping -force met in this terrorist 
stronghold yesterday to discuss last- 
week's ambush of a Nigerian 
general who is the UN's chief of 
staff in Southern Lebanon. 

UNIFIL spokesman Timor 
Goksd, said the identities of the 
gunmen who shot Gen. J. Onoya in 
the arm last Friday are not known. 
However UN headquarters in New 
York sent a formal protest to the 
PLO and its Lebanese leftist allies 
after the shooting. 

. A UN spokesman said on Mon- 
day that three armed terrorists were j 
arrested on Saturday when they 
tried to infiltrate the UN buffer 
zone in Southern Lebanon. 

The terrorists were stopped by l 
soldiers of the Dutch UNIFIL bat- i 
taUion in the village of Haris, eight 
kilometres north of the Israeli 
border. The spokesman said that 
the three were members of the 
Democratic Front for die Libera- 
tion of Palestine, headed by Naif 
Hawatmeh. Three Kalashnikov ri- 
nfs^and a _ quality . of* qntj4a^k 
gre ngdes were^gpnfiRqated,. , the 
spokesman said. 

The terrorists were detained 
overnight and escorted out of the 
UN zone the following morning. 
The spokesman said he believed 
that the terrorists were heading for 
the Israeli border when they were 
arrested. 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
U.S. Supreme Court on Tuesday al- 
lowed the extradition to Israel of a 
Palestinian Arab accused of killing 
two' people in a bomb attack in 
Tiberias two years ago. 

The court, without comment, let 
stand a ruling that a 1963 UJS.- 
Israeii treaty permits Ziad Abu- 
Eain’s forced departure to Israel to 
race murder charges: 

Israeli authorities have accused 
the man of placing a bomb that kil- 
led two boys and wounded'36 other 
civilians on May 14, 1979. 

Israeli authorities obtained the 
confession of another Arab, Jamal 
Yasin, who said he had recruited 
Abu-Eain into the AI-FBtah branch 
of the PLO. 

Jamal said the pair travelled from 
Ram ailah to Tiberias where he in- 
structed Abu-Eain on how to rig. the 
explosive device. Abu-Eain bad 
then placed' it in a trash container. 

Abu-Eain left Israel for the U.S. 
three weeks after the bombing and 
was arrested in Chicago on August 


21, 1979 at his sister’s apartment. 
His lawyer claimed Yatin’s confes- 
sion was written in Hebrew and 
later, retracted. ‘He also; tried to j 
show, that another 1 Arab had 
retracted a similar statement ' 
implicating him. : ' . J 

Abu-Eain said the US. could not.' 
force his extradition because of an 
exception, contained in U.S. 
-treaties with foreign nations, barr- 
ing extradition of those charged 
with politically motivated violent 
.acts. But the Justucc Department 
said, “We question whether even' 
bombings by PLO members aimed 
at government or military personnel 
would qualify for the political of- 
fence, exception. Whatever the 
resolution of that question, 
however, the acts charged here 
clearly do not qualify.” 

The State Department still could : 
refuse to extradite Abu-Eain if It 
later becomes apparent that Israel 
intends to prosecute him on 
political grounds, rasher than for 
murder. -

To this end, the 
chairmanship of next year’s con- 
ference has already been promised 
to a representative of a Moslem 
countiy.

S2nd Airborne paratroopers over 
western Egypt 

The Washington Post yesterday 
said preliminary plans also call for 
an American and Egyptian 
demonstration of striking power, 
with Sudanese in supporting roles. 
In the air, B-52 bombers will fly 
from North Dakota to Egypt, drop 
bombs on test ranges in the desert 
and return non-stop to the U.S.

Reagan said Monday that a 
speed-up in U.S. military shipments 
lo Egypt and the Sudan was now 
“called for.” Asked whether U.S. 
troops would .see action in the 
Sudan, he replied: “we have no in- 
tention of any Americans engaging 
in combat.” 


Interviewed yesterday by ABC- 
TV News, Haig said the purpose of 
the assistance to the Sudan was to 
bolster its defences. Pending in the 
1982 foreign aid bill is S100 million 
in military assistance for the Sudan 
plus another SI 00m. in economic 
assistance. 

State Department spokesman

Court denies Catholic couple 
divorce through civil court 



The President of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Moshe Landau, ruled 
on Monday that a person's 
membership in ' a religious com- 
munity, as far as marriage and 
divorce are concerned, cannot be 
determined by subjective 
preference but is subject to the laws 
of that community. 

A European couple of Roman 
Catholic background, who declared 
themselves to be agnostics, had 
asked the judge to rule that divorce 
proceedings between them could be 
heard before the Tel Aviv District 
Court without bringing the matter 
to a religious court beforehand. 

The couple — a French woman 
and a Swiss man — have lived 
together at Kibbutz Lahav since the 
early 1970s. When the woman 
became pregnant they married in 
the Roman Catholic church in Jaffa 
to ensure the legal status of their 
children. 

The couple has two daughters, 
one listed in tiie population registry 
as of Swiss nationality and the other 
was entered without, specifying 
religion or nationality. 

In a brief submitted by their at- 
torney Yosef Ben-Menashe, they 
said that they believed in no religion 
and wrote the Latin Patriarchate 
eariier this year declaring that they 
had severed their connection with 
the church. 

Ben-Menashe argued that 
membership in a religious com- 
munity should be based on a 
person's subjective feelings and out- 
look, and said that the couple was 
married in the church because they 
“had no choice.” Making them sub- 


ject to church law was a form of 
religious coercion and in effect 
prevented them from getting a 
divorce, which the church does not 
grant. * 

A deputy to the slate attorney 
submitted an opinion by the presi- 
dent or the Latin religious court in 
Jerusalem confirming that the cou- 
ple still belong to the community. 

Landau rejected their appeal, 
saying that by being baptized they 
had become subjects of the Roman 
Catholic church with all the rights 
and obligations that this emailed. 

“It is possible that this entails a 
measure of religious coercion, but 
this was the intention of Israeli law, 
and the court is not entitled to exer- 
cise its power to release them from 
the laws of their religion and their 
church,” he said. 

Landau also rejected the argu- 
ment that religious affiliation was a 
matter of subjective preference in 
matters of marriage and divorce. 
The Supreme Court's decision in 
the Shalit case of 1968 did permit 
entries in the population registry to 
be guided by subjective preference, 
he allowed, but this did not apply to 
marriage and divorce. The law ex- 
plicitly states that these matters are 
in thle jurisdiction of religious 
courts. 

(The court allowed Binyamin 
Shalit to register his children, born 
of his non-Jewish wife, as of Jewish 
nationality. The law was subse- 
quently changed to prevent this.) 

Landau said that under canon law 
a baptized Catholic who becomes a 
non-believer is subject to ostracism 
as a punishment, but is still con- 
sidered a Catholic. (Itim) 


Special court to rule on custody rights 


Court bars Flatto from leaving Israel 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The District 
Court on Monday forbade Samuel 
Hatto Sharon' from leaving the 
country because a Swiss bank 
claims that he owes it S32.000. The 
Ebis Bank of Zurich told the court 
that Sharon was the persona! 
guarantor of a S! 10,000 loan it gave 
the Hnship company. The company 
has already repaid S78.000, leaving 
the balance of 532,000 plus annual 
interest of 13 per cent still due, the 
bank claimed. 

In mid-September, the court 
Ordered Flatto’s holdings in Israel 
■puf ' into ^OTporiiry 3 'receivership. 
The court was responding to the re- 
quest of a French company that ac- 
quired the rights to the suit from a 
French bank that claims Flatto 


owes it millions of francs in overdue 
loan payments. 

The “Compagnie Parisienne de 
Participation” contends that 
Sharon's properties in Israel, in- 
cluding his house in Savyon, were 
bought with money which had been 
lent to firms under his control in 
France. 

In another development, the 
provisional report of the public 
receiver, Yehoshua Horesh, shows 
that Sharon's house is built on 
property which is not his and that a 
IS3.8 million first mortgage is held 
on the house by Ganish Shalom Ltd'. ' 

The receiver’s report also says 
that the safes in the house were 
found empty. 


Supreme Court President Justice 
Moshe Landau has decided to ap- 
point a special court consisting of 
two judges and a rabbi to decide 
whether the education of children 
of divorced parents comes under 
the jurisdiction of a rabbinical or 
secular court. 

The issue arose after a divorced 
couple disagreed over the education 
of their two children. The mother 
was awarded custody of the boys, 
ages eight and 10, and wanted to 
enrol them in a secular school. 
However, the father asked a -rab- 
binic court to require her to enrol 
the children in a religious school. 

The mother appealed the deci- 
sion to a higher rabbinic appeals 
court. At the same time, Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir asked the 
Tel Aviv District Court to rule on 
the question of custody rights with 
regard-- to -education. "The' district 
court' ruled that the rabbinical court 
had no jurisdiction in the matter 
and determined that , the children 
should enrol in a secular school. 

However, while the district court 


was ruling on the case, the higher 
rabbinical appeals court was also 
meeting, and it summoned Zamir to 
testify. He told the rabbinical court 
that a mistake had been made 
regarding the submission of the case 
to the district court, and that the 
district court was not really compe- 
tent, to judge it. 

The attorney-general then 
cancelled his appeal to the district 
court. The rabbinic appeals court 
upheld the ruling of the lower rab- 
binic court and expressed the view 
that the district court (fid not have 
the jurisdiction to rule in the case. 

In July the district court decided, 
despite the rabbinic courts' deci- 
sions and Zamir's about-face, to up- 
hold its decision on the mother's ap- 
peal. 

The father then appealed to the 
rabbinic court to appoint a special 
•court'-to decide, the issue, and. the 
rabbinic court then turned to the 
Supreme Court with the request on 
behalf of the children, “who are go- 
ing neither to a secular or a religious 
school.” (Itim)

boy with 100 previous convictions, 
allegedly committed dozens of 
burglaries during the month be was 
on the run from a centre for juvenile 
deUnquents, before he was caught 
by police here on Sunday. 

The boy had been in Tel Aviv on 
an accompanied shopping trip last 
month. He asked permission to stop 
at a kiosk to buy a sandwich and 


then seized the opportunity to run 
away. 

Police immediately began to 
receive reports of burglaries from 
-homes and shops in the area which 
they have attributed to him. 

He was caught on Sunday in 
Hoi on after an extensive police 
search and has been returned to the 
detention centre.

BEIRUT (AP). — With parliament 
members 'shouting “Death to 

America.” Iran yesterday swore in 
.its newly elected clergyman presi- 
• dent Hojatolislam Ali Khamenei 
and announced the execution of 
another 22 leftist opponents of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini’s 
regime. 

Khamenei's investiture completes 
the clergy's dominance of Iran's ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial 
branches. Parliament's speaker. All 
■Akbar Rafsanjani and Prime 
Minister Mohammad Reza Karri 
both hailed Khamenei's inaugura- 
tion as a “victory for the clergy and 
for Islam." 

Khameini predecessor, Moham- 
mad Ali Rajai, was assassinated by a 
firebomb last August, only 37 days 
after his election. 

As the swearing-in ceremony was, 
under way, a separate statement 
from the Teheran government an- 
nounced that 22 Mujahedin Khalq 


guerrillas have been executed in the 
southern port city of Bandar Abbas, 
the western garrison town of Dez- 
foul and the northern resorts of Sari 
and Amol on the Caspian Sea. 

All were convicted by 
revolutionary courts of armed in- 
surgency, anti-government violence 
in the streets, and armed robbery, 
the stale radio said. 


The London-based human rights 
organization Amnesty International 
said on Monday that its figures 
show 1,800 people have been ex- 
ecuted since former President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr’s ouster in 
June.

Rape-seed oil deaths still a mystery 


Ration cards ‘a fiction,’ 


say Solidarity chapters 


WARSAW (UPI). — Local 
Solidarity chapters in scattered 
regions yesterday ignored a strike 
moratorium appeal by the union's 
leaders and went ahead with strikes 
or protests, mainly over food shor- 
tages. 

At the same time, the union's ex- 
ecutive said it had proposed tomor- 
row as a starting date for talks with 
the government about food shor- 
tages and price reform. 

The presidium — the union's 
powerful new inner core of policy 
makers — on Monday set a 
deadline of October 22 for 
"satisfactory" results from such 
talks, otherwise the union's full 107- 
member national commission will at 
that time decide on nationwide 
protest or strike action. 

The economic talks would take 
place without union chief Lech 
Walesa, who flies to Paris today for 


a-week. 

Solidarity in Tomaszow 
Mazowiecki, southwest of Warsaw, 
said some 10,000 workers in about 
SO local plants began a 24-hour sit- 
in strike to protest dwindling food 
supplies. 

Solidarity said supplies were so 
bad that they did not' cover ration 
quotas, making ration cards “a fic- 
tion." ' 

In Moscow, the Soviet leadership 
on Monday expressed anger with 
Solidarity’s growing boldness and 
exasperation with the Polish 
leadership and Roman Catholic 
Church. 

A Western diplomat called the 
lengthy article to Pravda, which was 
the first authoritative analysis since 
the Solidarity congress, “a dear- 
sign of Soviet dissatisfaction" with 
Polish Communist Party chief 
Stanislaw Kama. 


COPENHAGEN (AP). — After five 
months of efforts involving 
laboratories in four countries, scien- 
tists are still stymied in their search 
for the .cauge of a disease that has 
killed 151 Spaniards so far and hit at 
least 13,000 others who consumed 
adulterated rape-seed oil peddled as 
olive oil. 

In addition, no antidote is likely 
to be found for those affected, and 
there. is no certainty that victims 
now apparently recovered may not 
develop new and more serious 
symptoms. 

These were the conclusions of a 
detailed report released here yester- 
day by the World Health Organiza- 
tion's regional office, for Europe. It 
was presented by. Dr. Roy 


Goulding, a . British specialist in 
clinical toxicology who -went to 
Spain as a consultant for the WHO. 

. His report read like a nightmare, 
both for the victims and for the 
medical men who found themselves 
up against something 'they had 
never faced before — ah unknown 
chemical, reaction . causing ' such 
damage to the human organism as 
no chemical had previously,, been 
known to do. V ' 


“It’s a terrible thing," ■said Dr. 
Ian WaddingtoryWHO director for 
promotion of environmental health 
in presenting the report, “it is one 
of the most complex and difficult 
problems modern medical science 
-has. been up against."

S. African police hold minister's niece 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). — Prime 
Minister Mark Eyskens yesterday 
held urgent consultations with his 
coalition partners as .he tried to 
defuse a row over a 10 -pupil school 
which has paralysed the govern- 
ment his spokesman said. 

As Belgium prepared for early 
general elections next month, 
French-speaking socialist Educa- 
tion Minister Philippe Busquin last 
week decided to close a small 
Flemish language school in a Fran- 


cophone area. 

The move .rekindled the 
“language war” between Belgium's 
5.5 million Flemings and the 4 mil- 
lion French speakers of Wallonia 
and Brussels. 

Eyskens yesterday suspended all 
cabinet meetings until a solution is 
found. The new crisis means that his* 
caretaker government of- Dutch- 
and French-speaking Social Chris- 
tians and Socialists, cannot even at- 
tend to routine matters.

Rivalry threatens Italy’s coalition 


Greek ruling party charges rally violence 


ROME (Reuter). Deep cracks 
appeared in Italy's lS-week-old 
government coalition yesterday as 
leaders of two parties traded insults 
over ownership of the countiy's 
leading newspaper, the loss-making 
Corriere della Sera. 

The controversy blew up over- 
night and .commentators add it was 
tiie most aerious challenge yet 'to 
Prime Minister Giovanni Spadolini. 


The Socialists and Republicans, 
both members of the five-party 
coalition, have dashed over rival 
plans for shoring up the Corriere 
group, which declared debts in 1980 
of about S217 million. 

The bitter argument threatened 
to complicate a confidence vote in 
■parti ament aimed at speeding-tip 
passage of a Jaw-almost doublingihe 
state financing of political parties. 


ATHENS (AP). — Greece’s ruling 
party has accused its socialist oppo- 
nents of staging violent incidents to 
disrupt an election rally for Premier 
George Rallis. 

The New Democracy Party 
claimed that nine people were in- 
jured, three seriously, at the rally on 
Sunday in Herakleion, Crete. It said 
supporters of the major opposition 
party,' the Panhellenic Socialist 
Movement (PASOK), came to the 
rally armed with clubs, stones and 
knives. 


PASOK’s central committee 
denied that any of its officials or 
members were involved. The ac- 
cusations were the most serious so 
far in the campaign for nationwide 
parliamentary elections due this 
Sunday. 


‘Dream car* builder sues for libel 


A if major parties are holding their 
final election rallies this week, ac- 
cording. to tradition, in Athens' 
central Constitution Square. For 
the first time, medical units have 
been set up around the square. 


LONDON. (Reuter). — American 
executive John De Lore an said 
yesterday be was suing for $250 mil- 
lion damages for libel after being 
cleared of any impropriety involv- 
ing the car company he set up in 
Northern Ireland. 


He said a former De Lore an 
employee who made allegations of 
financial misconduct against him 
and prompted an inquiry by British 


authorities was one of those being 
sued. 

De Lorean, who quit his job as a 
vice-president of General M otdrs in 
the UJS. and persuaded the British 
government to give him financial 
aid to build his “dream car" in 
Belfast, said some news media were 
also being sued. 

He declined to name who was be- 
ing sned until h is lawyers had issued 
all the libel writs.

20,000 buried alive in 
A^rhanistan, exile claims 


SPARTANBURG, South Carolina 
(AP). — An exiled former Afghan 
government official says 1 20,000 
Afgahans were buried alive . by 
Soviet troops after the 1979' Soviet, 
intervention there. 

“They did not shoot the people. 
They tied their hands together and a 
hole was dug by a tractor," Akbtar 
Mohammed Paktiawal, former 
secretary of the Afghan national, 
commission for UNESCO, said on 
Monday; “Then the tractor would 
run over them and bury them." 

An estimated S5,000 Soviet 
troops intervened in Afghanistan in 
1979. More than 3 million Afghans, 
fled the country, Paktiawal said, 
and another 1 million were killed. a 
■ “Immediately after they took' 
power,- they started killing profes- 
sors, teachers, doctors, as well, as 


clergymen," Paktiawal tokl Univer- 
: sity of South Carolina studehts."- 

He said Soviet troops rounded up 
families 4n the night, tied them! and 
buried them. He said 20,000 
Afghans were" buried alive. ' 

. Paktiawal told students , his wife 
"and seven children escaped by 
guising themselves as nomads and 
making a three-day camel trek into 
Pakistan. 

Paktiawal said his family, was. 
placed under house arrest after he 
denounced: the Soviet intervention 
in October 1980 at the UNESCO 
general conference in Belgrade, - 
' Yugoslavia. 

He did not return to Afghanistan 
after die conference, but escaped 
with the help of Yugoslav officials, 
he said. He fled to West Germany 
before coming to the UJS.

A 
steady staff of volunteer drivers also 
transports the members to and from 
the ciubi as they cannot, in most in- 
stances, travel alone.

ing the birth experience. 

Five years ago, when Wendy 
Blumfield started teaching Lemaze 
in Haifa, the local doctors were hor- 
rified. At the Rambam Hospilal, the 
first place she tried, they told her, 
“You don't know the Israeli men- 
tality. If we allow husbands in here 
they will end up trying to run the 
show.” 

It took two years to persuade 
them to allow Lemaze classes at the 
hospital, but now Rambam has four 
Lemaze classes a week, and nowa- 
days Carmel Hadassah, Beilinson, 
Tel Hashomer and other big 
hospitals gladly accept the method 
— and the presence of husbands in 
the labour ward. 

To use the Lemaze method, train- 
ing is needed for both husband and 
wife. The Israeli Childbirth Centre 
is in contact with Lemaze tutors all 
over Israel - and is ready, and willing 
to pirtcouples in touch with them. 

The courses, designed to present 
childbirth as a relatively fear-free 
experience to be shared by both 
partners, include all the medical 
aspects of pregnancy and birth. 
They deal wth everything from the 
development of the fetus to 
breathing techniques and care of 
(he mother's teeth. Included is a 
visit to a hospital labour department 
during which the couple are made 

- familiar with all the equipment used 
during the process of childbirth. 

“We can’t promise a painless 
both, but we can help reduce fear 
by helping the couple understand 
-what will happen to them in 
hospital. The main barrier to fear 
however is the husband, whbse role 
is to help his wife overcome the pain 
and worry involved in labour,” said 
Wendy. 

The centre has what it calls 
“political" plans too. It is launching 
campaigns to improve conditions 
for both patients and staff in mater- 
nity wards, and to ease working 
conditions for pregnant women and 
breastfeeding mothers. “Not that 
Israel Is a bad place to have a 
child,” said Wendy. “If I were hav- 
ing a baby this year I would certain- 
ly have it in Israel rather than in 
England or America.” 

“Here we have all the necessary, 
modem equipment but the docton 
don't use it unnecessarily. Israeli 
doctors don’t interfere with labour 
needlessly, whereas abroad induce- 
carried out foc^die 

- tkrc tor’s ' convenience and ufiUdbn 
are often sedated without good 
reason. Here the mother is left with- 
a much greater level of control, 
although when the best technical 
facilities are needed they are 
available.” 

She had praise too for Israeli hus- 
bands. “Contrary to what I was told, 
those I met through the Lemaze 
courses have been very tender with 
their wives and very excited at the 
prospect of a new baby. And 
afterwards they seem much more 
willing than the majority of English 
men to help care for the baby.”

with similar patients in the U.S. 
“That's real reality orientation, 
though spontaneous.” 

The project for the demented 
elderly originated as an out-patient 
programme of Sha'are Zedek 
hospital’s geriatric ward. Prof. Ar- 
nold Rosin, who heads the depart- 
ment and directs Melavev, sees 
each member in bis clinic, also on a 
volunteer basis. The first club 
opened in Beit Ross, a community, 
centre in Givat Shaul, and it was fol- 
lowed by a second at Mercaz Leon 
Philip in KJryat Hayovel. Additional 
clubs are being contemplated in 
Buka and Katamon. 

“Over three per cent of the aged 
In Israel over 65 suffer from mOd or 
severe memory loss, confusion and 
other cognitive difficulties,” says 
Prof. Rosin. “This percentage rises 
in the older-aged group, among the 
80-90 year olds. 

“A programme such as Melavev 
has great scope and potential. The 
. relief for the families, knowing they 
are not alone, first of ail, and having 
a short respite now and again, is im- 1 
measurable. The benefit for the old 1 
people themselves, in terms of 
qpality of life and self-esteem, 
self-evident.’’ 


friendship and reassurance.” 

“It would take days to tell you 
everything the volunteers do;” 
Esther Hurwitz said, “but just as an 
example, when one of the widows 
was about to remarry, she didn’t ask 
her mother or his mother to go with 
them to the rabbinate. She asked 
the volunteer who had worked with 
her during the hard times.” 

In times of war, everyone wants 
to volunteer, she said, though the 
department — because of the sen- 
sitive nature of its work — is very 
selective. When there isn't a war, 
volunteers are harder to find, 
perhaps because people don't know 
they’re needed. “We’re looking fpr 
women who are good listeners, who 
have tact and who would be good at 
this difficult work,” Esther Hurwitz 
said. “It isn’t as easy as volunteering 
at a kindergarten or a school.”

DRIVE 

CAREFULLY 
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I’M NOT sure what I expected; probably 
something between a religious pitch and an ap- 
peal Tor charity, but what I got was one of the 
more interesting mornings that I’ve spent in 
quite some time. 

I was a guest on Moshe Kahan’s special tour 
of the Bukharan Quarter of Jerusalem, which 
he gives every week under the auspices of the 
Plaza Hotel. Kahan, 35, with beard, payot and 
long black coat, is hardly your typical tourist 
guide. In fact, he stressed that he is not a 
professional guide and makes no claims to be 
one. 

But his knowledge of his subject, the small 
community of pious Ashkenazi and oriental 
Jews who make up the bulk of the Bukharan 
and Beit Yisrael Quarters, and the houses in 
which- they live, would do credit to many a 
professional guide. 

We started out outside the office of the 
Kamenitzer Yeshiva, where he works as ad- 
ministrative director. Just across the street 
was the palatial 30-room home of the 
YudayefF family, now housing two girls' 
schools. He pointed out that this was quite a 
change from the lK-room quarters that con- 
stituted most of Jerusalem's new 
neighbourhoods outside the walls of the Old 
City at the turn of the century. 

But the Bukharans, who lived under Russian 
rule on the Afghan border, were different. 
They were wealthy and pious. Many built 
homes in Jerusalem which they would visit - 
three times ayear, on the pilgrimage festivals.. 
Others built homes to be rented out, with the 
income going to charitable trusts. 

As for the YudayefF home, tradition has it 
that the owner spared no expense because he 
intended it to house the Messiah. On the out- 
side is a facade of carved marble, imported 
from Italy. Inside, the girls of the Beit 
Ya'acov ultra-orthodox school have their 
classes surrounded by more stonework, 
frescoes of what may be scenes of Bukhara 
and a myriad of decorative inscriptions. 

One room constitutes a succa, complete 
with sliding glass roof on tracks, to be rolled 
away for the holiday. Like most of the homes 
in the quarter, it has its own synagogue, and 
like the others, it is still in use. 

The house has not yet been graced by the 
Messiah, but with the outbreak of World War 
I, the Turks, who evidently already had their 
eye on it, immediately commandeered what 
had become the property of enemy Russian 
subjects, and used the place for their head-

ing into ruins , despite their fine facades. 

' Other- buildings serve what Kahan refers to 
as the “Sephardic spiritual revlval;” a flower- 
ing of yeshivat, tqlmudei lord, and study balls to 
be found throughout the quarter*. Nor are 
.there only Sephardim and oriental Jews; One 
of the unique aspects of the neighbourhood is 
the way in Which traditional Ashkenazi and 


Haim Shapiro is guided down the highways and 
byways of the Bukharan Quarter of Jerusalem. 



In 'one building, side by side, were a 
Sephardi talmud tora and the Kamenitzer 
heder, for two- and three-year olds.

quarters. With the appearance of the British 
forces, they took over the building and it was 
from its steps that General Allenby reviewed 
his victorious forces. 

But the war had other implications. After 


the Russian Revolution, the Bukharan Jews 
were cut off from Bukhara and no longer 
wealthy. Many of the homes were abandoned 
and even today are still only partially oc- 
cupied, sometimes by squatters. Some are fall- 


Ra’anan, a graduate of the Philadelphia 
College of Art, how sees his Jewish heritage 
as an integral part of his art and in fact paints 
by day and studies Tora by night. His work, in 
which religious themes predominate, has an 
inherent mystical quality •• . 

On a practical level, he told us that he rents 
the studio.

these residents pass on, so that they may sell 
what is now prime property, to be .tom down 
for a new block of flats. There are new 
buildings here and there, and for my part I 
could qnly mourn that the money used to 
build them was not spent in restoring and 
refurbishing the beautiful old structures. 

Some buildings are in fact protected by the 
fact that they were established as religious 
trusts and here one sees gracious courtyards, 
leading to lush gardens. A vibrant life of a dif- 
ferent sort was found in the market and the 
little shops around it.

ISRAELIS may seem like a pretty 
fun-loving bunch, but only three out 
of every 10 take a real holiday. 

Avraham Sharir, who has just 
completed two months as Tourism 
Minister, plans to do something 
about it, he .told The Jerusalem Post 
in a special interview. For him, the 
business of tourism from abroad, as 
important as it may be, should not 
eclipse the need for Israelis to enjoy 
themselves. 

. Sharir noted that it is important 
for the financial well-being of the 
country to encourage Israelis who 
might go abroad to take their holi- 
day instead in Israel,, but he is also 
concerned about those who simply 
work ail year long and, if they do 
take time off, spend it at home. He 
points to statistics which show that 
workers increase their productivity 
if they have a proper holiday every 
year. 

Moreover,, he pointed out, in 
Israel’s special condition, it is a 


good thing to take people’s mind off. 
the more serious problems once in a' 
while. In Europe, he pointed out, 
most people spend sax months plan- 
ning their vacation. Then they show 
slides and talk about what they did 

for the rest of the year. 

In Israel, most work places offer' 
special holiday leave pay, but, - m 
line with the tax reforms, it is tax- 
able end. does not go far toward 
room .and board in mbst local 
hotels. This -in turn brmgs-up to 
Sharir’s recent proposals for a new 
holiday law. - ' 

According to the plan, the holi- 
day pay would a gain be tax-exempt- . 
Sharir brushes aside objections that ’ 
this would infringe on the tax refonn.

ONLY ONE WEEK after President Anwar Sadat's violent death, the 
mourning in Egypt has given way to a remarkably speedy transfer of 
power to President-elect Hosni Mubarak. Yesterday's national 
referendum, called to formally endorse Mubarak — the only can- 
didate — showed a heavy turnout at the polls, despite repeated calls 
by Libya and other Arab rejectionists for a boycott of the election’. 

Violent outbursts by Moslem fundamentalists in Asyut, a 
traditional trouble spot in Upper Egypt, were put down ruthlessly 
amidst fierce clashes, with heavy casualties among both the in- 
surgecitt and the Egyptian security forces. There were also unconfirm- 
e d repo rts of various minor clashes in Cairo itself, including one at 
the'home ‘of Interior Minister Nabawi Ismail, one of Egypt’s strong 
men who controls the entire security police and the security services. 
Persistent rumours of wide-spread arrests among various opposition 
groups have been rife during the past week in die Egyptian capital. 

But Mubarak's firm decision to clamp down forcibly on any 
pocket of resistance to his nascent regime, apparently has succeeded 
at this stage in isolating these violent outbursts. To what extent 
Egypt's fourth president will be able to fully assert himself and to nip 
any real opposition in the bud only time will tell. 

With the stick, came the carrot to the opposition at home and in 
the Arab world. Mubarak lost little time in resorting to that old 
stand-by — the Palestinian issue. What is surprising, is that the Egyp- 
tian President-elect should have used such extreme formulations only 
four days after his most cordial meeting in Cairo with Israel Prune 
Minister Menachem Begin at which both leaders solemnly pledged 
their firm adherence to the Camp David peace process. 

Mubarak used in his cve-of 7 refcrendum address expressions which 
faH only a little duct of full- fledged Arab rqcctionirt phraseo logy. He 
reaffirmed wHat ¥e termed the “incontestable right of the Palesti- 
nians to self-determination," — the standard euphemism for a 
Palestinian stale — and he included in that "incontestable right" 
(Palestinian) autonomy in Arab (East) Jerusalem. What should be of 
even greater concern to Jerusalem, is Mubarak's outright call to 
Washington to exert pressure on Israel in that direction. For, as 
Egypt's new President asserts, “the U.S. holds 99 per cent of the 
cards, because it is the only country with power to put pressure on 
Israel.” 

What Mr. Mubarak and his close political advisers must certainly 
know is that such political phrases are not only incompatible with the 
Camp David peace process, but in fact pre-empt it. 

It is a well-known fact that the Camp David accords, particularly 
'those covering the Palestinian issue, are fraught with ambiguities — 
to borrow a phrase from Henry Kissinger, perhaps “constructive am- 
biguities." But in these ambiguities lie both die strength and the 
weakness, and in fact comprise the ait of these accords. For they give 
feoth sides a sufficient transition period, Eve years — once full 
Palestinian autonomy has been agreed upon — to test each other’s 
good will and to decide on the final disposition of the territories of 
Judea, Samaria and the Gaza region after that span of time. To urge 
the U.S. to exert pressure on Israel right now to agree to “Palestinian 
self-determination" is in fact undermining the carefully worded 
■Camp David peace process, rather than safeguarding its continuity. 

Even if Israel has so far been slow, and perhaps even dragging its 
feet, in the drawn-out autonomy talks, there appeared to be a good 
chance of some appreciable headway being made now .to advance 
negotiations towards a full autonomy agreement within the coming 
months. The late president said on numerous occasions during the 
few weeks before his murder that, once the autonomy framework has 
been agreed upon, the Palestinians themselves can take their rightful 
place in implementing iL 

If there is need for pressure, it ought to be exerted on some of the 
less extreme and somewhat more realistic Palestinians to join the 
peace process. Washington indeed would be a natural source for 
such a move through its special Saudi connection. At a time when the 
sale of AW ACS to Saudi Arabia is still hanging in the balance in the 
U.S. Senate, even a modest, public Saudi statement in support of the 
peace process could go a long way in bringing round some of those 
Senators who oppose the sale primarily because of Riyadh’s consis- 
tent opposition to the Camp David agreements. 

The seemingly easy way out — courting the PLO, which has now 
been adopted even by two former U.S. presidents, Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter — who both have given firm commitments to Israel to 
oppose such a move unless the PLO first recognizes Israel's existence 
and agrees to desist from acts of terror — is certainly a prescription 
for failure. There can be no doubt that, once the Palestinians them- 
selves show some reason and agree to negotiate with Israel, 
Jerusalem can also be expected to come forward with reasonable 
solutions.

total of 118 persons were killed, 
nearly half of them policemen. The 
ministry said 44 of its men had died 
along with nine attackers, but did 
not mention casualties among 
civilian bystanders. 

Yesterday's shootout at Giza, a 
southern suburb of Cairo, and last 
week's, riots in Asyut were two of 
the most serious incidents at- 
tributed to Moslem fanatics since 
Sadat’s assassination. There were 
also reports, officiaOy denied*, that 
gunmen had attacked the home of 
die Egyptian Interior Minister and 
two police stations near Cairo on 
Saturday. 

Accordingly, the Interior 
Ministry announced on Monday 
-that security forces had been 
ordered to shoot on sight “anyone 
who attempts to undermine 
security," It added that severe 
punishments would also be meted 
out to all law-breakers under the 
state of emergency proclaimed alter 
Sadat’s death. 

Security arrangements for yester- 
day’s referendum included heavy 
police guards at each of the 
country’s 26,000 polling stations, 
with extra precaution? taken at 
those located inside police stations. 


Several truckloads of the elite 
central security police force were 
posted at each Cairo police station. 
Entrances were guarded by sandbag 
emplacements manned by 
policemen toting submachine guns 
and automatic rifles. 

Voters and all others, entering 
polling stations including accredited 
journalists and photographers, were 
carefully checked. 

Sadat's widow, Jehan, and his 
four children voted at the police sta- 
tion closest to their residence in 
Giza. 

She told CBS Television's: Cairo 
correspondent: “Everyone in our 
country will say *yes* for our new 
president, Mubarak. He is our hope 
now. We must be aD together for 
the future of Egypt. This is what 
my husband wantai. We must say 
'yes’ for him, because we have con- 
fidence in him,' she added. 


Mubarak voted at the polling sta- 
tion near his home in Hdipolis, as 
did Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri, who came to attend 
Sadat’s funeral and stayed on in 
Heliopolis for the referendum and 
Mubarak's expected confirmation 
by parliament today.

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FRESH FROM a tour of seven 
South African campuses, Hirsh 
Goodman (in articles in The' 
Jerusalem Post Weekend Magazine 
September 4 aid 1 1) acknowledged 
that South Africa is a complicated 
country that has “suffered from 
wnipfi simplistic analysis.” Then, 
despite individual points well taken, 
he hastened to submit his own 
simplistic and pseudo-moralistic 
analysis of this country of. 12 major 
languages, 12 distinct peoples. 

Nor did he hedge his bets He 
predicted revolution (an event 
forecast for almost half a century), 
but the inf ormation his interviewing 
skills and sampling methods elicited 
did not take account of the com- 
plexities of the situation. 

Foreign long-term investment, a 
sensitive indicator of perceived 
stability, is represented in South 
Africa by close to 2,000 multi- 
national corporations (from the 
UJK., US. and Western Europe), all 
of which are involved in medium or. 
long-term projects. A random 
glance at any South African news- 
paper will indicate that at least one 
such multi-national corporation is 
increasing its long-term investment 
with relative equanimity. 

But to get away from this “will it 
or won’t it happen" approach it is 
worth considering several changes 
now taking place. 

Certainly the brutal . racial dis- 
crimination and denial of basic 
human rights, cannot and 
should not be defended, but 
there is evidence that white South 
Africans, including members of the 
ruling Nationalist Party, are coming 
to terms with reality. 

A significant change is main- 
tained for example, in the integra- 
tion of the South African Defence 
Force. In an army in which roughly 
22 per cent of the soldiers are black 
or coloured, situations arise in 
which non-white officers take com-

mand of, discipline, and are saluted 
by white troops. The implications of 
such developments (deliberately not 
widely publicized) are dear. 

Although the' dvilian sector has 
not kept pace with the military in 
the scrapping of apartheid, certain 
obvious changes warrant mention: 

□ changes regarding black urban 
property-rights: 

□ government-recognized black un- 
ions; 

□ equal pay for professionals in 
government service; 

□ job reservation eliminated; 
□phasing in (admittedly at too slow 
a pace) of free black education; 

□ black business rights; 

□ increasing number of Hacks fill- 
ing managerial positions; 

□ narrowing (once again, too slow) 
of the Hack/white wage gap. 


THIS IS NOT an exhaustive list of 
changes. Sport is integrated, at both 
club and international level: 
Integration is being phased into 
some English and Afrikaans univer- 
sities and cultural facilities. Pass 
laws are slated to go. 


Probably more significant than 
any of these developments is the 
fact that at the annual congress of 
the ruling Nationalist Party in 
November 1980, the prime minister 


questioned two of the cornerstones 
of aparthdd: the immorality and 
mixed marriages acts. Shamefully, 
these acts remain on the statute 
book, but'taking into account the 
unique mesa South Africa has got 
itself into, the mere fact that their 
acts are being questioned indicates 
an element of reality testing, quite 
possibly “forced" on the whites, but 
nevertheless there. 

The changes cited quite clearly 
do not represent an end-state (far 
from it) .and therefore do not war-' 
rant evaluation in terms of their ab- 
solute value. But they are more than 
merely cosmetic, and any serious at- 
tempt at analysis must take them 
into account. Mr. Goodman’s 
failure to consider such movement; 
leads to an overly static analysis. ” 

These changes alone are certainly 
not sufficient to prevent revolution. 
One essential condition for this 
would be an absolute refusal by the 
government to countenance'change 
of any kind. Another would be for 
the blacks to acquire a feasible 
military option.
